city Water CoaalsalaB Has Been In 

'Session Most of Daf— Qae Pump 
Is Located and Belttg Investl- 
••M^lieet Water Com. 

pany Tonlifht. 

The City Water Commission ap- 
pointed by Mayor Russeii and Council 
yesterday is busy on the ]ob aad from 
the manner in which they are working 
at thiriilg pussle, it appeara that they 
will Bonn aolve it. 

The Commission, Itself, this afUr- 
noon issued this authorised statement 
ot their progress thus tar: • 
To the Public: 

The undersigned water committee 
appointed on yesterday by the Mayor 
and the City Council to investigate and 
take action relative to the water situ- 
ation in Maysvllle, makaa the follow- 
ing report: 

Mr. H. J.Coctiraii iif llie cnmmlttee 
met Mr, Wilson, engineer of llie Water 
Company In Cincinnati today .A jiump 
has been located at Kenova, West Vlr- 
glna which promises to relieve tem- 
porarily the present situation. Men 
left on C. & O. train No. 2 for Kenova, 
West VirgiiUa, to Investigate this 
pump with instructions to bring same 
back with them If it was capable of 
doing the work. The committee ex- 
pects a report to this tonight. 

The committee further finds that the 
MaysTllle Watei' Co., on tieptember \:,. 
1919. entered Into a contract with Al- 
lls Chalmera Company at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and Milwaukee, .Wisconsin, for 
the construction and delivery of a 
panaanent pump sufficient, to supply 
water demands. This contract called 
,for fbor and one half month's delivery. 
The Cbmpany now promises that by 
making some minor changes In the 
construction of the pump that lt_can 
be delivered by the middle of Hecem- 
ber, thuK .saving alioni forty-tivo days 
over the original contract time ot de- 
livery. This pump. Ot course Is a per- 
manent pump. 

If the pump which the committee 
has in mind can be secured from Ken- 
ova. West Virginia, and temporary re- 
lief obtained therefrom, it would seem 
that most dlOlcultles can be met be- 
tween now and the time ot the deliv- 
ery of the. permanmit'pump. Until a 
temporary pump can be obtained it Is 
well to sUte frankly that the commit- 
tee la of the opinion' that continued 
break ^wns in the present machinery 
ot the water company may be expeot- 
ed, and the public is accordingly 
urged to be as ooBservative pos-'

Provision for tree text-books for the" 
school children of Kentucky Is one of 
the recommendations contained In the 
report on "(":hlld Welfare In Ken- 
tucky", by the National Child Labor 
Committee. 

The study on which this report Is 
based was made at the Instance of the 
Rentucky Child L*bor Association, the 
State Board of Health, the State Fe<l- 
eration of Women's Clubs, the Louis- 
ville Weltara league, and othai> Ken- 
tucky agaadlsa. 

The ooiiuQlttaa raoommaads Uiat the 
school oansua bo taken aaaulslly In- 
stead of biennially, and th^ft it laolude 
deaf, blind and otherwlsa d^actiVe 
children In aaoh eounty. Tha'thraa 
main raaatoas for ohlldraBt non-at- 
tendance at aohdol ara fOnnd to be 
work, sickness and Indlltaranoe. Rais- 
ing of the compulsory seh&>I attend- 
ance age In the country to the same 
level aa In the cities Is recommended. 
The city child must attend school be- 
tween the ages of seven and sixteen. 
Incliislve, whereas the cniintr.v child 
Is retjulred to attend only between the 
ages of seven and twelve, Inclusive 
Another discrepancy in laws Is point- 
ed out. The child labor law does nol 
permit children under fourteen to go 
to work, but the country child may 
leave school at thirteen henoe there is 
a fuir year during whioh ba ^cannot 
work yet is allowed tO b* out of 
schoo). V ' 

Discussing the Issnaaea of teachers' 
certifloatesk the committee finds* a 
great lack of unitonnity. Many kinds 
of oertlfloates are issued by many dif- 
ferent boards and Institutions. The 
committee says: "It would seem wise 
to keep the control of teachers' oertl- 
flcales In the hands of the State De- 
partment of Education, which should 
.•standardize all certiflcates issued tu 
teachers Issued to taaohars in the 
county schools." 

Rniphasls Is placed ln~the report on 
the need of supervision of schools. 
Under the-present system there Is ver.v 
ilttle supervision outside the cities. 
Administrative reorganization of both 
the State department of education and 
the eounty departments, making ade- 
quate supervision posslbls, is recom- 
mendad. An jippohtUve State superm- 
tandant of pnbllo insUnction, named 
by a Stata Board of Bduoation of sev- 
en mambara, is alto recommended. He 
staonld ba allowed to suoeaad himself 
or territorial limits in his selection. 
The county superintendent should be 
appointed by the county board, and 
should be eligible for reappointment. 
There should ba no political or terri- 
torial limits in his selection.
